Stiffer child 
abuse penalties 


State Representative James R. 
Miceli (D-Tewksbury, Wilmington) 
has announced that the 
Massachusetts State Legislature has 
passed legislation strengthening the 
current laws regarding treatment 
of child abuse offenders. T cw 
legislation provides for offenses to 
be treated as felonies rather than 
misdemeanors as they currently 
are. This legislation will bring 
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Massachusetts up to par with othe: 
states in its judicial guidelines for 
dealing with child abuse offenders. 

"I am happy to see our state step 
up its punishment for those guilty 
of this horrendous crime. We must 
act to protect those who hold our 
future. 1 am confident that this 
change will help our judicial 
system deal more effectively with 
offenders of this nature" said Rep. 
Miceli. 

Rep. Miceli feels that the strong 
support this bill received in the 
House of Representatives will allow 
the state to punish offenders with 
longer sentences than provided for 
under the old law. The new 
legislation allows the courts to 
sentence those found guilty up to 
20 years in prison. Physical abuse 
will be defined as a contusion, 
laceration, burn, fracture, or 
condition which endangers a child's 
health or welfare.

Friday, June 4 is National Teacher Liberation Day, a solemn 
place on the Christian calendar when educators across the 
country, or at least in our small, tiny part of it, will assert 
themselves by throwing off the chains that bind them, in similar 
fashion to serf rebellions of centuries past. 

The thick, oppressive links of this grievous chain, a 182 day 
work year and average salaries ranging from $38,000 to the low 
40's, have become too much fo bear for the 227 Tewksbury 
Teachers Association (T$A) members who seem to be as 
sensitive to this recession as was a former federal employee 
named George Bush, 

While Tewksbury firefighters have signed for no pay raise and 
police are reportedly considering same, the TTA has balked at a 
two-year contract promising a four percent increase in the 
second year, some improved sick time buy-back benefits and 
tiddance of that most heinous crime perpetrated against our 
teachers-that they be asked to monitor the lunch room. Heaven 
forbid, I say! 

In the Cold War they called this teetering with Def-Con Four, 
meaning nuclear war is imminent. Diane Cochran, chairman of 
the state board of mediators, has thrown in the towel, and the 
last stop before the picket line will be a so-called "fact finding" 
where the TTA and school committee will try one more time to 
hammer out an amicable agreement. Teachers are floating the 
strike rumors themselves, and the magic date is June 4, just in 
time for another long weekend. 

Also keep in mind, you beleaguered taxpayers, that this is 
Massachusetts, where judges will frequently award 
unemployment benefits to strikers. Ah, yes...America! You 
gotta love it. 

Ed Dick is the local school committee chairman, and recently 
said things have been anything other than amicable. “It started 
April 7 when the union disrupted our organization meeting," 
said the chairman, a resident since 1980 who boasts three 
children who are successful graduates of Tewksbury Memorial 
High School. 

Dick said that moments after he took the school committee 
gavel on April 7 the TTA, 100 strong and heavily armed with 
grievances, demanded to read a statement on negotiations. 
“When they barnstormed that meeting I think people were 
appalled and the TTA lost its’ credibility with the taxpayers," 
said Dick. 

Since then the teachers have distributed a snippety leaflet, like 
all crusaders, explaining "the growing crisis" in Tewksbury 
education, Like any true Massachusetts Teachers Association 
(MTA) affiliate, the TTA said "performance in the classroom 
has not diminished" (SAT scores are in fact down) and that 
teachers “intend to continue to offer the students of Tewksbury 
a high quality education (no word on how the strike would 
contribute to the level of quality, but please stay tuned.) 

The TTA flier also urges Tewksbury taxpayers to call school 
committee members, but Ed Dick said he's received no 
constituency calls, but only some harassing ones and a nice 
dozen or so eggs mysteriously left on the hood of his car, 
conveniently cracked for him and his family. 

Should you think the teachers haven't shown ample gumption 
of late, guess again. Still another bone of contention is the 
school committee negotiating point that teachers stay late for 15 
minutes to conference with parents who can't leave the real 
work world in the middle of the day. 

Presently, the teacher exodus usually begins at 2:15 sharp. In 
fact, the most dangerous time of day to drive in Tewksbury is 
2:15 in the vicinity of the faculty parking lots where rubber is 
burning before the bells can finish ringing. Go near the front 
door and you'll have footprints om your face, but understand, 
that General Hospital starts precisely at three. 

Like every rebellion, this one has both its’ public leader and 


TTA erry Rideout, who 
pulls in a yearly salary of $46,179, the same old teachers 
union tunes.

What did they or we do to 
denigrate what was once the hallmark of the American 
professional work force to a mere mob of common job holders, 
led by a rabid band of union activists who are bent on lining 
their wallets at the one point in history when we should all be 
pulling together to help the millions around us who are out of 
work? 

Is this just another manifestation of "90's selfishness?" Do 
teachers seem to talk about kids less and money more because 
the rest of us are quite frankly guilty of same? 

Or better yet, have we all forgotten what makes for good 
education? Don't listen to the MTA, the TTA and the rest, 
because the answer isn't money. Raises have been doled out 
before, only to be followed by another dip in scholastic 
achievement. Good education is dependent first on pro-active 
public involvement and second on a faculty of fire-in-the-belly 
teachers who seek raises in SAT scores instead of raises in pay. 

These men and women are usually the younger of the lot, and 
what they lack in experience they more than compensate for 
with sincere enthusiasm and dedication, all too absent in local 
faculties which have apparently lost their perspective as they've 
aged,

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE PARENTS OF THE TEWKSBURY PUBLIC 
SCHOOL CHILDREN AND CONCERNED CITIZENS 


Dear Parents and Concerned Citizens, 


As you know negotiations between the Tewksbury School Committee and 
the Tewksbury Teachers Association reached an impasse on Monday, May 
24, 1993. Asa result of this impasse, Diane Cochran, state mediator, has in- 
formed the parties that she would be initiating fact finding proceedings. 


The School Committee recognizes the teachers’ frustration over not re- 
ceiving a salary increase during the past two years. However, they are not 
alone. Notown department has received a wage increase for fiscal years 1992 
or 1993. The effects of Proposition 2/2, which has resulted in basically level- 
funded budgets since 1987, has taken its toll on the school system. The 
Tewksbury School Department has lost many teaching positions during this 
‘time. We now find ourselves not only with an increasing student population 
but also with the disturbing prospect of having to cut additional professional 
personnel. We cannot finance salary increases by laying off our teachers. 


The Committee has made a genuine effort to address the concerns of 
the teaching staff. Specifically, the School Committee has offered the 
following: 


© Two percent salary increase effective September 1, 1993 

® Two percent salary increase effective February 1, 1994 
~e@ Elementary teachers will be relieved of the lunch-recess duty 
° 


Secondary level teachers will be paid stipends for certain 
required duties 

Retiring teachers would be paid for certain amount of unused 
sick leave 

Proposed the increased availability of teachers to assist 
students and parents after school. 


The offer is a good one. The proposal would add $1,047.00 to the average 
teacher’s yearly salary. It addresses a major long-standing concern of ele- 
mentary teachers, relieves secondary teachers from certain duties, intro- 
duces anew benefit which will greatly rewardretiring teachers, and provides 
for areasonable salary increase while at the same time taking into considera- 
tion the Town’s present financial situation. When the contract is settled, the 
Committee will still be required to secure funding from Town Meeting. 


The School Committee is concerned about the impact and ramifications of a 
strike on the students, the parents and the Town of Tewksbury. No one wins 
in astrike! There are many losers and the damage could be irreparable. Any 
days missed due to a strike must be made up. At this time the last day for 
students is Friday, June 25, 1993. School days missed due to a strike will 
extend the school year into at least the following week. 


We believe this proposal considers the Town’s current financial constraint, 
the teachers’ desire for a pay increase and the Committee's commitment to 
avoid teacher layoffs as aresult of a salary increase. We appreciate your sup- 
port of our efforts to provide adequate compensation for our teachers within 
the confines of the Town’s current financial situation.

| Ask any resident of Tewksbury 
fabout "The Castle" and there is a 
chance that the answer will be a 
blank stare, 

Yes, many people know of the 
home which General Adelbert 
Ames had built in 1905, which was 
called "The Hill." The home was 
on a prominent hill, and is off 
cCatamount Road, a street which is 
off North Street, 

Half a mile to the northward is an 

artificial pond or lake, named 
Ames Pond. It is easy to guess that 
General Ames purchased a large 
lot of land when he decided to 
make Tewksbury his home. 
* Adelbert Ames was an 1861 
graduate of West Point, and one of 
four members of that class which 
reached the rank of general during 
the Civil War. They were called by 
other officers, some of whom may 
be suspected as being sarcastic as 
the "Boy Generals," 

The name was deserved but they 
were fighters. Judson Kilpatrick, 
Wesley Merritt and George Custer 
were also "Boy Generals," being 
among the youngest in the West 
Point Class of 1861. General 
Custer, and possibly the others 
were "demoted" at the end of the 
Civil War, and Custer had the rank 
of lieutenant colonel when he met 
his end at "Custer's Last Stand." 

Adelbert Ames was wounded at 
the first "real" battle of the Civil 
War, at Bull Run, where he served 
as a lieutenant in the artillery, 

He was brevetted to the rank of 
licutenant colonel a year later, at 
Malvern Hill, for “gallant and 
meritorious service." Then he was 
sent to Bucksport, Maine, where a 
new regiment was being formed - 
the Twentieth Maine, 

The Twentieth Maine was one of 
the most renowned regiments in 
the Union Army during the Civil 
War. Ames commanded it during 
the Battle of Fredericksburg, 
where the Union Army made five 
charges, one after another, as did 
the British Army at Bunker Hill. It 
was after the five charges that the 
Twentieth Maine made its charge, 
when it got its own order, to be led 
by Adelbert Ames. r 

Adelbert Ames did not command 
the 20th Maine at Gettysburg. In 
that battle it won undying glory, 
but by that time Ames was a 
brigadier general and was in the 
tight end of the Union Army - the 

‘northwest" corner.

The stonework in the "Castle" was presumably by Yankee masons, with the 
stones "fresh" cut out of a gravel pit. Some persons may have thought it made 
a nice picture. 

Irish stonemasons, who used only large’ stones, would disagree. They fitted

Adelbert Ames did participate in 
many other battles, the last of 
which was the capture of Fort 
Fisher, January 15, 1865. Fort 
Fisher protected the Cape Fear 
River and Wilmington, No. 
Carolina, the last seaport of the 
Confederacy. It was an immense 
fortification, in many ways the 
strongest in North America, 

Admiral Porter commanded a 
force of 2,000 seamen and 
marines, armed with "cutlasses, 
well sharpened, and revolvers" to 
attack the seaward side of that fort. 
They were to "board the fort on 
the run, in a seaman-like way." 

Adelbert Ames commanded the 
attack from landward. He had three 
brigades under his command. The 
battle lasted for many hours. The 
capture of the port of Wilmington 
cut off the route for supplies for 
General Lee. It was three months 
later that he surrendered. 

General Ames, in that battle was 
attired in full dress uniform. He

Ames called the home he had 
built the "Castle." It is prominent, 
on the hill, overlooking much of 
the Town of Tewksbury. 

Ames was 98 years old when he 
died, in 1933. He was the oldest I 
man in the Tewksbury. He was also I 
the last surviving general of the 
Civil War.

A problem about the ., 
Middlesex Canal 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Being a member of the Middlesex 
Canal Association is the kind of 
activity in which one can sit back 
and relax, Not much has happened 
in the past 200 years. Fifty members 
met in The Wilmington Center for 
the Arts (old town hall) on May 2, 
to hear of the planning for the 200th 
anniversary. 

There will be a bi-centennial 
re-enactment in Medford on 
October 17 and a "ground 
breaking" is being planned for 
Billerica in 1994. Also discussed by 
President Bert Verplank of 
Winchester is the possibility of a 
special U.S. postage stamp, to 
commemorate the first civil 
engineering feat in the United 
States. 

The Association members listened 
to, and saw a screen show of the old 
canals of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, There were lots of 
canals and history. A member of the 
Wilmington Historical Commission, 
a guest at the meeting, described it 
as "a pretty good show." 

Suddenly, however, down in 
North Woburn there is an activily 
which can interest the members, and 
perhaps not in a favorable manner. 

It has to.do with the old "Woburn 
Loop” of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. Back in the days of World 
War I and later, the trains on that 
loop connected Woburn, North 
Woburn, Etc. with stations in 
Wilmington and Silver Lake. The 
"Woburn Loop" is on the banks of 
the Middlesex Canal. 


It is a nice place for photography, 
but North Woburn residents want 
to stop youths from "hanging aut" 
on that old right of way, and making 
all sorts of noises, at night. 

They are asking for an 
opportunity to purchase the old 
right of way, behind their homes, so 
they can have some "peace and 
quiet," "Right now it is a hangout 
for the kids, and an eyesore," says 
one North Woburn resident, 

For close to four years over a 
dozen residents with backyards 
close to the old railroad bed have 
been seeking to buy sections behind 
their homes, They say this is the 
only way to stop youths from 
hanging out in the area, and the best 
way to keep it clean. 

The Woburn City Council's 
Municipal Lands Committee, 
according to the Daily Times 
Chronicle, has suggested a mecting 
between the interested residents, the 
city engineer and the mayor as the 
‘best way to determine the size of the 
individual lots, and the possible 
costs, 

It all became more complicated 
when letters from the "Open Space 
and Planning Committee" of 
Woburn and interested members of 
the Middlesex Canal Association. 
Both groups want the city to "think 
twice" before selling off such an 
historic piece of open space. 

A further complication is that 
once the sold property is added to 
the residents’ property there could 
be, in some cases, additional 
buildable lots. 


The Middlesex Canal Association 
has suggested a buffer of at least 55 
feet, which the city should keep and’ 
use to preserve the canal. That was 
the tow path area used by the horses 
who dragged the old canal boats. 

While the issue of the residents 
wanting to buy the property has 
been on-going for several years it is 
only recently that the two groups 
have had correspondence on the 
issue. 


Woburn Alderman Paul Medeiros, 
represented adjoining land owners 
in a recent meeting. Wilbar Hoxie, 
of Reading provided a colorful and 
detailed history of the canal, and 
outlined the association's position, 

The letter from the Open Space 
Committee, which is a part of the 
Woburn Conservation Commission 
stated that "it is important that the 
whole of the referenced property 
should remain under the ownership 
of the city." It pointed to the historic 
value of the property as a part of the 
Middlesex Canal, and as a sorely 
needed "park/conservation" arca 
accessible to people with* 
disabilities. 


The Middlesex Canal Association 
in its letter stated that "This segment 
of the canal, including the city 
owned towpath is undoubtedly the 
best preserved piece of the entire 27 
mile long canal, Nothing should be’ 
done to jeopardize this portion of. 
the historic canal."

it takes a little thought to fish a stream 9s 


by Bill Conlon 

Trout and other fishes are found in 
streams throughout the world, but it 
takes a little thought to figure out the 
right way to fish a stream, 

Unlike a lake, or the ocean for that 
matter, a river or stream is a living, 
moving thing. 

The first concept to nail down is 
the idea that everything moves. The 
water, the fish, even the stream bed 
itself -- everything is in motion. To 
catch fish'from a stream, you need 
to recognize that motion, and put it 
to good use. 

First, the water is moving. Fish in 
a Stream don't expect things to stay 
in one place, except the scavengers 
like catfish that are hoping to find 
some tidbit in the calm water behind 
a rock or a log. 

Trout will lie in ambush on the 
bottom or beneath an undercut’bank, 
watching for the current to carry its 
dinner by. Then they'll flash up and 


out, nab the goodie, then slip back 
into hiding. Water will move faster 
on the surface than it will along the 
bottom -- usually -- so the trout will 
hide in the quiet water and watch the 
faster moving stuff. 

But because that water is moving, 
it is useless to cast directly at the fish 
in hiding. Your offering will hit the 
water and start moving, instantly, so 
the fish will never get to see it, Much 
better is to cast upstream, and let the 
current do its work. If the fish are 
deep, you'll need to cast further up- 
current, to let your offering sink to 
the right level. Your lure or bait 
should be at the right level, moving 
at the same speed as the water, when 
it reaches the fish's location. 

The fish are moving in the stream, 
so you won't always catch them in 
the same spot. Sometimes they'll be 
along the shoreline, watching for an 
unlucky "terrestrial" to fall in, and 
at other times they'll be lying deep

in the pools, hoping for a minnow or 
bug to drift past. If they aren't deep, 
they may be in the long, sheglow 
rifles, where the current stirs up 
the rocks and offers fish a wealth of 
food 

Yes, the rocks arc moving. If the 
conditions are right you can hear the 
rocks rolling along the streambed. 
An incredible variety of insects can 
be found under those rocks, and the 
bugs make up a huge portion of any 
stream-fish's diet. To experiment, 
try spreading a mosquito net across 
a small stream, then stir the rocks 
up-stream and see what you catch. 
The net will hold a virtual soup of 
insect larvae, tadpoles, crust: ns 
and other life, large and small. 

Those little insect larvae are what 
fly-fishing "nymphs" are supposed 
to imitate. Fishing with nymphs is 
not as much fun as the surface hits of 
fishing dry flies, but it's much more 
productive, 

If the rocks are moving, it means 
the stream itself is moving from side 
to side, and it does. Streams change 
their courses constantly, and that too 
can work to your advantage. 


When the stream moves, it wears 
away the bank. That dirt is full of 
worms and grubs, which fall into the 
water, offering yet another source 
of food. (It took me quite awhile to 
figure out how all those worms got 
into the stream, until it occurred to 
me that it was simple erosion.) 

Worms work well in trout streams 
but again you have to remember that 
fish expect their lunch to be moving. 
A common garden worm on a small 
hook, with a splitshot about a foot up 
the line, is a killer combination. Just 


flip the worm upstream of a likely 


hiding spot, and let it bounce along 
the bottom. If the line stops, it may 
have caught on a rock, or it might be 
something livelier, Be prepared 

Some of my best trout fishing has 
come using that sarne small hook and 
splitshot, with grasshoppers for bait. 
Grasshoppers living in the tall grass 
are always hopping into the brook 
by mistake, and few of them get out 
alive, Trout watch for grasshoppers 
all season, and the ‘hoppers make 
Superb bait even in the dog days of 
summer. 

The Shawsheen and Ipswich aren't 
the best streams to fish, because both 
are slow and muddy-bottomed. But 


there are better waters in this state. 
The Deerfield River along Route

ed his life. 


Visiting such sites and expe- 
riencing nature are parts of life 
that are often overlooked by 
most people. Granted, few can 
afford to spend a year or so liv- 
ing in the woods, but even one 
afternoon of nature can be just 
as rewarding. 

The Reading Town Forest is 
an environmental treat closer to 
home than Walden Pond. The 
Forest, located on the 
Wilmington border along the 
Ipswich River, is 300 acres worth 
of trees, wildlife, fresh air and 
some wetlands.

Fun in the forest 


Although Thoreau never 
wrote a book on it, the Town 
Forest has been the subject of 
another author, Reading resi- 
dent Jack Cairl has spent so 
much time in the Forest, he 
found himself writing about it 
one day a few years back. 

“I just wrote a couple of 
things while walking in the 
woods,” Cairl said in a recent 
interview. “I did that for three 
years. Whenever the spirit 
moves me, I write something 
It’s all about how people relate 
to nature.” 


Cairl, now retired from a 
career with the federal govern- 
ment working for NASA, has 
taken the Town Forest as his 
own little project. While beauti- 
ful and free, the Forest is not 
without its share of problems 
and Cairl has let people know 
about them.

Located beside the Forest is a 
Department of Public Works 
water treatment and composting 
center, where a “big goo” of 
sludge has built up in a border- 
ing lagoon, making the area 
unpleasant to the eye. It’s the 
result of iron deposits from the 
water treatment and there is a 
court order to clean it. 

“(The Town) is working on it, 
but they've been working on it 
for a very long time,” Cairl said. 
“The town is its own worst 
enemy. It’s not a very pretty site 
and it’s not a high priority 
item.” The sludge is visible from 
several spots in the Forest. 

Also in the DPW plant - and 
in clear view from the Forest 
entrance - are many large 
cement piles. “It's the first thing 
you see when you go to the 
Forest and it doesn’t make you 
want to take a walk.” 

The cement piles have result- 
ed from years of dumping. The 
town had agreed to stop dump- 
ing but has apparently yet to 
fully honor the pledge. Cairl 
said he could point out “a dozen 
places” where town trucks have 
pulled in and started new piles. 

“They figure it’s got to go 
someplace and that’s as good a 
place as any,” Cairl said. “It's 
never going to look nice, but 
they've got to stop - stop trying 
to find new places to dump 
things.” Cairl said “an apparent 
lack of planning,” by the town is 
partially to blame for the prob- 
lems. However, he feels the

Reading Town Manager Peter 
Hechenbleiker said the town is 
currently looking at other sites, 
but until one is ready there is no 
other place to dump.

Longtime Reading resident 
Benjamin Nichols is considered 
the unofficial “Grandfather” of 
the Forest. While he is actually 
the secretary of the Town Forest 
Committee, and has been since 
1964, Nichols has spent much of 
his life working for the good of 
the Forest 


“We care about it,” Nichols 
said. “We love the place and we 
want to protect it.” He says it’s

From there, the town formed 
a committee that studied the 
history of every parcel of land 
in the Forest. Town officials 
wanted to be sure they were not 
taking land that belonged to 
someone, who may eventually 
try to take it back. Many resi- 
dents have donated small por- 
tions of land to add to the 
Forest, the latest being in 1989, 
when a resident gave up 32 
acres.

Selectmen to name the Forest 
after Nichols, as a way of saying 
thanks for his years of dedica- 
tion. But upon hearing that, 
Nichols contacted the Board and 
asked that the name remain as 
it is. 

“He doesn’t want it personal- 
ized,” Cairl said. “He’s already 
mad at me for what I did, but it 
will be named after him some 
day, that’s for sure. He's the vig- 
ilant one.” 

For Cairl, the Forest is a 
place to get away and forget the 
troubles of everyday life. While 
working head of personnel for 
NASA (he managed the selec- 


tion process of America’s first 
astronauts in the 1960s), he was 
transferred to the Boston area 
from Houston. He immediately 
settled in Reading twenty four 
years ago but didn’t get to know 
the Forest until recent years. 

As an escape, Cairl and his 
wife built a log cabin in the 
woods of New Hampshire. He 
took it one step further by call- 
ing in the bulldozers to create 
an acre-sized hole in the ground. 
He had it filled with water, 
stocked it with trout, and today 
it looks as if it’s existed for cen- 
turies. 

He would head north any 
chance as often as possible. At 
the cabin he wrote a lot on what 
he learned about nature - “If I 
didn’t have open space, I'd die.” 
After retiring, he found himself 
spending more time in the 
Reading Forest and less time in 
New Hampshire.

Ipswich pollution prevention 
project now in full swing 


The Riverways Program of 
the Massachuetts Department of 
Fisheries, Wildlife & Environ- 
mental Law Enforcement 
(DFWELE) is sponsoring a two- 
year pilot project designed to 
help towns reduce non-point 
source pollution an water sup- 
plies, rivers, streams, fisheries 
habitat, and shellfish beds in the 
Ipswich River watershed. 

The Ipswich River Watershed 
Non-Point Source Pollution 
Prevention Project is striving to 
eliminate or curtail activities 
which collectively cause the 
degradation of water quality 
and the loss of habitat within 
the watershed Project 
Coordinator Jo Anne Carr is 
working with area towns, resi- 
dents, and businesses to develop 
strategies to reduce river and 
ground water contamination 
from various non-point sources. 

Riverways has identified 


petrochemicals and salt in 


storm water runoff from road- 
ways’and parking lots, sedimen- 
tation and erosion from con- 
struction sites, and nutrients 
and pathogens frem failing and 
poorly maintained septic sys- 
tems as some of the most trou- 
blesome non-point source pollu- 
tion problems in the Ipswich 
River basin. 

Carr said, "The Ipswich 
River provides drinking water 
and many recreational opportu- 
nities such as swimming, fish- 
ing, and canoeing. In addition, it 
serves as some of the richest 
fish and wildlife habitat in the 
region and has a large potential 
nannamin racource in shellfish

describes Zora. 

Though she's been told to

Mom, a proud, black woman 
who runs an Afro-centric shop 
called The African Queen, is 
none too pleased.

Mom, who is plenty crusty 
around the edges, is a successful 
businesswoman. Zora is about to

just fine, thank you. So when 
their lives are suddenly disrupt- 
ed, Sarah doesn't like it at all. 
And neither she nor Zora think 
much of Hal. Not their type at 
all. But both mother and daugh- 
ter see something beneath 
Halbert's yahoo facade and 
coarse mannerisms. Unfort- 
unately, the film doesn't move 
much beyond this point. 

Blame it on a script that 
never delves into personalities, 
or on Richard Benjamin's lurch- 
ing direction that dives madly 
from slapstick to sticky senti- 
mentality. The change in atti- 
tude from the first half of the 
film to the second is jarring 
enough to make you think 
you've missed something. 

Goldberg, a woman with a 
tough attitude, butts heads with 
buffoonish Danson for about an 
hour. Suddenly, they find them- 
selves in love. How could they 
tell? There hasn't been enough 
character development to dis- 
cover if WE like them, let alone 
if they like each other. 

Neither Goldberg nor Danson 
instill enough warmth into their 
roles to make them the 
comedic/romantic duo the film 
needed. Supporting players fare 
better. Jennifer Tilly is simply 
amazing as Danson's ditzy girl- 
friend. There's something lov- 
able about Tilly's aerobicized, 
clueless blonde. And Will 
Smith's performance is both 
affable and charming. Hoping to 
be Zora's best friend, and set- 
tling to be her best buddy, 
Smith's performance is funny 
and understanding. 

In its favor, "Made in 
America" makes a few pointed 
and funny digs at stereotypes. 
There are a couple of laughs. 
But in general, you may as well

Guidelines for 
aging parents 


They call them the "Sandwich 
Generation," adults who are not 
only nurturing their growing 
children, but taking care of 
aging parents, too. 

"Because people are living 
longer these days, many of us 
are giving care to elderly rela- 
tives," says Helen Mitchell of 
Meadow Vista, California. 

Mitchell spent six years car- 
ing for her own parents. She 
shares her experience in the 
April 1993 issue of The Ensign, a 
magazine published by The 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. 

She offers the following 
guidelines for those who are 
caring for elderly loved ones. 

1, Let them do as much as 
they possibly can for them- 
selves. Even though it some- 
times may seem easier to do it 
all yourself, it's important to 
allow the elderly as much con- 
trol over their own lives as pos- 
sible. When they can no longer 
handle a task (balancing the 
checkbook, for instance) be sure 
to take time to review what 
you've done and explain it to 
them. 

2, Help them feel that they 
are contributing members of 
the household. If your parent is 
living with you, allow him or her 
to do what they can to help 
around the house. Simple chores 
or regular responsibilities will 
give their self-esteem a boost. 
Ask their advice when you can. 
Include them in the family deci- 
sion-making process. 

3. Ensure that they have the 
privacy they want and need. 
Most adults need their own 
space and this doesn't change 
when you get old. However, 
unless they are ill, don't isolate 
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them in one room; encourage 
them to join with the family dur- 
ing meal times or while watch- 
ing TV. 

4. Encourage them to keep 
in touch with friends. Because 
of decreased physical mobility, 
impaired sight or hearing, many 
older people become isolated 
and feel lonely. Help provide 
ways for them to socialize. If 
necessary, get a hearing device 
attached to the telephone head- 
set so it is possible for them to 
chat with others. Offer to drive 
them to a club meeting or to a 
friend's house for an afternoon 
get-together. 

5. Let them reminisce. 
Family stories help keep tradi- 
tions alive and serve to tie one 
generation to another. Help your 
parents record their memories 
on audiotape or in writing. A 
fully detailed life history is a 
worthwhile project which will be 
priceless once they are gone. 

6. Help them look their best. 
People always need to be able to 
look in the mirror and feel good- 
about themselves, Make sure 
men are shaved and have a good 
haircut and women have a perm 
when needed. Find someone to 
come to the home and help you 
with grooming tasks, if neces- 
sary 

7. If their health permits, 
take them out for a change of 
scenery. Take them for rides to, 
the country, to malls, to the 
beach to smell the ocean air. 
Even a slow walk around the 
neighborhood or just getting out 
in the yard can be therapeutic. 

8. Regularly get away for a 
few hours or even a few days. 
You need a break occasionally, 
too. Arrange for someone to 
care for your loved one while

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Poison ivy is a very itchy situation . 


tant to recognize and avoid con- 
tact with this plant. 

Poison ivy, like poison oak 
and poison sumac, contains a 
toxic oil called urushiol and is 
poisonous every season of the 
year. The oil is so volatile that 
contact with clothing, pets or 
garden tools that have brushed 
against these plants can cause a 
reaction. Even smoke from 
burning poison ivy leaves can 
initiate the inflammation in 
some individuals. 


There are, however, some 
misconceptions about the plant. 
"Many people think that the 
blistery rash caused by poison 
ivy is contagious," said Bruce 
Burggraf, M.D., F.A.C.E.P., 
chief of Emergency Medicine at 
Lawrence Memorial Hospital of 
Medford. "On the contrary, you 
cannot catch poison.ivy from 
the fluid in the blisters. Poison 
ivy seems to spread on someone 
who has the rash because vari- 
ous parts of the body may have 
been exposed at different times, 


perhaps initially from the plant 
and later from clothing." 

Poison ivy and poison oak are 
easily identified by their three- 
leaf clusters and their whitish 
berries in the spring. Poison ivy 
leaves may be hairy or smooth, 
shiny or dull, and may vary in 
color depending upon the season 
and soil conditions. All parts of 
poison ivy, oak and sumac are 
poisonous; the toxic oil is in the 
stems, leaves, branches, flowers 
and berries. : 

“If you come into any type of 
contact with the plant oil, Dr. 
Burggraf advises that you: 

change clothing; 

wash the exposed area with- 
in 15 minutes; 

eapply an anti-flammatory, 
over-the-counter skin lotion to 
the affected area; 

edo not scratch the blisters 
because they might become 
infected; 

*be sure all affected clothing 
is washed or dry-cleaned; 

*see your physician if the 
condition become severe.
